New York, January 1!!.—The final] stage 
in the struggle for possession of nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars be- 
tween John R. Platt, an aged mil- 
lionaire, and Hannah Elias, a negress, 
who he charges wrongfully obtained the 
money from him, was stheduled to be- 
gin before Justice Bischoff in the su- 
preme court today. In this suit it was 
expected that the whole amazing story 
of the affair which attracted the atten- 
tion of the entire country when the se- 
cret of Platt’s relations with the woman 
were revealed by the filing of his suit 
last summer would be brought out. 

Interest in the case was intensified 
from the first by the strange and tragic 
death of Andrew H. Green, one or the 
city’s most prominent men, who was 
sot to death almost at the door of the 
Elias woman’s home on Central Park 
West a few months before the Platt suit 
was filed. Green’s murderer, a negro, 
who was captured and later sent to an 
insane asylum, said he had shot Mr. 
Green because he was jealous of the lat- 
ter’s attention to the Elias woman. 
With the filing of the Platt suit the con- 
tention of Mr. Green’s friends that he 
was the victim of mistaken identity 
when the attack was made, was practi- 
cally proved.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


_ Phillips Replies to Bell. 

Editor Constitution: P. H. Bell's let- 
ter to me in last Sunday's Constitution 
may be answered in a few words. 

Mr. Bell begins by approving my argu- 
ment in favor of the diversification of 
industry in the soufh' and for the re- 
striction of the cotton output decidedly 
below the @mount of 12,000,000 bales. 
Then he wanders afield, gives his views 
on the tariff, says the southern plant- 
ers have never been injured by a specu- 
lative fever as a main factor, returns 
to his complaint against the tariff and 
concludes by saying he doesn’t propose 
to join a cotton trust. 

Far be it from me to defend or apolo- 
size for the policy of high protective 
tariff which the United States govern- 
ment now maintains. For it is in vio- 
lation of the principles of economics and 
good government, and it and the pension 
system are outrageously unjust and op- 
pressive upon the southern atate. But 
should that fact cause the people to 
content themselves with fruitless com- 
plajnts? Does it not, on the contrary, 
increase the necessity of using the re- 
sources at hand to counteract the op- 
pression? I¢ the planter is forced by 
law to pay double the norma price for 
his supplies, the logical thing for him 
to do is to make a lot of his supplies 
for himself and reduce his cotton output 
to the point where the price of the sta- 
ple will be twice the present leve] of 
6 i-2 cents. It is well enough to protest 
against the tariff; it is a patriotic duty 
to labor for its reduction. But in view 
of the present political powerlessness of 
the low tariff advocates under the tyran- 
ny of the high tariff party, the impor- 
tant thing to do is to use the resources 
at hand for securing prosperity in spite 
of the tariff. With Professor Taussig, 
of Hlarvard, I believe that the prospert- 
ity of the United States as a whole has 
been obtained not because of the protec- 
tive policy, put in spite of it and because 
of the intelligent development of the 
unrivaled natural resources of the coun- 
try. The great west has made tremen- 
dous strides in material prosperity in 
spite of the oppressive tariff, and the 
great south by the judicious Tevelopment 
or its immense resources can do at least 
as much. 

Now, as to speculation. My use of 
this word in my former letter did not 
refer so much to the purchase and sale 
of fictitious commodities in the market 
as to the genera) failure of the people 
in the cotton belt to realize that “a bird 
in the hand is worth two in the bush.

As is well known, the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad has been 
granted permission to construct terminals 
near the corner of Central avenue and 
Waverly place, has been given permission 
to shift Waverly place 90 feet south of 
its present location and has been granted 
permission to make various improvements 
and changes all the way from Centra! 


avenue to the city limits. : 

These grants have been made upon 
condition that the railroads build for 
the city a new engine nouse at the cor-
